"The use of apples as an article 
of diet will very much diminish, 
decrease, and ultimately abate 
the appetite for alcoholic stimu- 
lants," declares Dr. Samuel Bail- 
ep, of Mount Ayr, Iowa. 

"As a rule the hibitual user of 
alcoholic stimulants is rarely a 
lover or consumer of apples. 
There seems to be a peculiar pro- 
perty in apples that allays the 
irritation or so-called appetite, 
produced by the use of liquor. I 
am thoroughly convinced," says 
the doctor, "that any man who 
is a lover of whiskey and is in a 
condition that he thinks he must 
have a drink, if he will eat an 
apple before he takes the drink, 
will find that his appetite for the 
drink has been materially lessen- 
ed, if not entirely abated for the 
time. ' ' The doctor suggests that 
honest trials be made of munch- 
ing on Ben Davis, Spitzenberd or 
Jonathan apples.

How to Serve Watermelon. 

"Watermelons are especially 
cooling and refreshing on a hot 
day because of deliciously-flavor- 
ed juice which they contain," 
says Fannie Merritt Farmer in 
Woman's Home Companion for 
June. "The edible portion is 
sometimes thoroughly chilled, 
cut in small cubes (removing the 
seeds,) sprinkled with powdered 
sugar and arranged i n coupe 
glasses for the first course - at 
luncheon or dinner.

Cut a section three or four 
inches in thickness from the cen- 
ter of a chilled watermelon. With 
a sharp knife cut but a circle of 
the pink pulp (the edible por- 
tion) and place upon a chilled 
serving-dish o f correct size.

Sugar Beets as a Stock Feed. 

Stockman have long been of 
the opinion that a ration of man- 
gels of sugar beets in some way 
causes kidney or bladder stones 
when fed for any length of time. 
To shed some light on this sub- 
ject the Iowa experiment station 
has been carrying on some ex- 
periments in feeding mangels 
and sugar beets to rams. The 
result of these experiments show 
conclusively that such feeding is 
attended with considerable dan- 
ger and is almost sure to prove 
fatal if continued for any consid- 
erable period of time. For short 
fattening periods there is no par- 
I ticular danger, and the roots 
make a valuable addition to the 
ration.

monds, slipped one of the finest 
of the stones into her mouth. 
Accused, she swallowed it. But 
up-to-date science is not baffled 
at so simple a trick. The X-rays 
was applied to the young woman 
and the stolen diamond was 
located in her appendix. 

"The diamond is your," said 
the judge to the jeweler. "Take 
it; but if in getting it you cause 
the young woman's death you 
will be held for murder. 

Surgeons say the diamond can 
be recovered only by an opera- 
tion, and that if it is not recover- 
ed the young woman will surely 
die. 

"I will die before I will let 
them operate," she says stoutly, 
and they must not operath with- 
out her consent. 

The right to resist operation 
for appendicitis must not be 
broken down. • If it should be, 
few of us might escape the 
knife. Few enough escape, as it 
is. 

It was this same city of Omaha 
that a noted physician declared 
that not over three per cent, of 
the operations performed for tp- 
pendicits are justified. The ap- 
pendix is supposed to be an or- 
gan of no use. But on that 
catches and holds a $300 dia- 
mond must be admitted as having 
itsvirtues, and none can blarre 
the prisoner for insisting upon 
retaining it. To be sure a dia- 
mond in the appendix is of no 
use. But of what use is a 
diamond anyway.
